In 1976 a "preservation plan for the improvement. of 
Depot Town was completed by Preservation/Urbar, Desigri/ 
Incorporated (copies available at $5 from DTA). 


Jn 1°77 the City Planning Commission adopted that plan 

és a o-year guide for public space development and a 
10-year guide for private space development. The City 
Council dic "enthusiastically ccrcur with and lend its 
support to the concept and final goals outlined in the plan 
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In 1678 Cross Street was reepaved, new sidewalks, curbs 
ana planters were constructed through a Community 
Development Block Grant. 


In 197& the Ypsilanti Historic District was formed with 
Depot Town its rucleus, Now public Policy, the concept 
of historic preservation spread Chroughovt much of the City 
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Now, in August ef 197¢, the first portion cf the Farners' 
Market is ready to open. The August 24,25,26 Historic 


Festival will give the refst of the State its first.
